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Introduction

Viral hepatitis is a major public health problem in Indiana. Nation-wide, it is estimated that
more than 1.2 million people are living with chronic hepatitis B and at least 3.2 million
people are living with chronic hepatitis C. In Indiana at least 6,314 people were reported in
2013 as having viral hepatitis. Many more persons may be infected and are likely not aware
of it.

This Viral Hepatitis Resource Directory was prepared by the Indiana State Department of
Health to inform the general community and health and human services providers about
available viral hepatitis services in our state.

The directory provides information about a range of services, arranged by county, including:
How to access prevention information

Where to get vaccinated

Where testing is available

Which doctors or clinics provide medical care for people living with viral hepatitis,
and,

e How to locate support services for people living with viral hepatitis.

Included in this guide is basic information about viral hepatitis and links to important
resources throughout Indiana. The guide also includes a list of valuable Internet websites
with important information on many topics related to viral hepatitis.

The information contained in this resource directory was obtained, through a survey,
directly from the organizations listed herein. Only information provided by organizations
was included. Any missing information will be shown as none or not applicable. Itis
possible that other services and providers may exist in the state of Indiana.

This guide is organized so that you can easily identify the services that are available in your
county. Each county is listed in alphabetical order. Go to the table of contents to find the
pages of the guide that include information about your county.

This guide is also set up to help a person who is living with viral hepatitis navigate through
a process to learn about their health status and understand available resources and
services.

Understanding Viral Hepatitis

The word "hepatitis" means inflammation of the liver and also refers to a group of viral
infections that affect the liver. The most common types are Hepatitis A, Hepatitis B, and
Hepatitis C.

Viral hepatitis is an important public health issue:

The chart on the next page describes how Hepatitis A, B and C are transmitted, how it can
be prevented and what happens if someone becomes infected. Viral hepatitis prevention
information is especially important because even though viral hepatitis is preventable, each
year in the US it is estimated that 43,000 people will become infected with Hepatitis B,
17,000 will become infected with Hepatitis C and 25,000 persons will become infected with
Hepatitis A.

Vaccines can prevent hepatitis A and B:

Vaccination is very effective at preventing hepatitis A and B. Hepatitis A vaccination is now a
standard of care for all infants over 1 year of age and vaccination for hepatitis B is given to
anyone 18 years old or younger and all infants at birth. Depending on the different types of
vaccine, 2-4 doses are required to provide full protection.

People who were not vaccinated as children and who are at risk for viral hepatitis should be
vaccinated as soon as possible. Adults who are at risk for viral hepatitis include:

Immigrants from areas of the world with high rates of viral hepatitis
People traveling to areas with high rates of hepatitis A or B
Injection drug users

Men who have sex with men

People with multiple sexual partners

People who are incarcerated

People who received clotting factor before 1987

Household members of people living with hepatitis B

People living with HIV

People living with liver disease.

Screening for Viral Hepatitis

The only way to know for sure if you have been infected with hepatitis A, B or C is to be
tested. People are not routinely screened for viral hepatitis so even if a person has seen a
doctor he or she should not assume that testing was done. There are different tests for each
type of viral hepatitis. The decision about whether to get tested depends on a person’s
health behaviors and other factors which are described in the chart on the next page.



Hepatitis: The Silent Disease

Hepatitis is often called the silent disease because people will often have no symptoms. The
symptoms of Hepatitis A, B and C, when they occur, are similar. The symptoms include:
jaundice (skin turning yellow), nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, dark urine or pale stool, loss of
appetite, fatigue or joint pain. Even though the symptoms are similar, one type of hepatitis
does not progress to become another type of hepatitis — for example, hepatitis A cannot
develop into hepatitis B.

Accessing Services: Different Types of Services

1. Prevention education and interventions - Some organizations listed in
this directory can provide brochures, information and counseling about how
to avoid infection with viral hepatitis. Some organizations may offer free
condoms or other prevention resources.

2. Vaccination - Some organizations listed in this directory can provide
vaccination against Hepatitis A and B. Some organizations may offer the
screening free of charge and others may require the individual to pay a fee.

3. Screening - Some organizations listed in this directory can provide
screening to help a person learn whether they are infected with viral
hepatitis. Some organization may offer the screening free of charge and
others may require the individual to pay a fee.

4. Treatment - Some hospitals, clinics and doctors listed in this directory
provide treatment for people living with chronic hepatitis B or C. These
facilities may or may not accept private insurance or Medicaid. Some facilities
may provide care free of charge to individuals without coverage. It is
important to consult with the facilities about how they handle reimbursement
for their services.

5. Support services - Some organizations listed in this directory provide
support services for people living with viral hepatitis. This may include
hosting support groups, individual counseling, case management services
and other types of social or emotional support.

Living with Hepatitis C

An important purpose of this guide is to provide concrete information about services
available for people living with hepatitis C. If you have recently tested positive for hepatitis
C, know that you are not alone. In Indiana at least 6,314 people were reported in 2013 as
having viral hepatitis. Many more persons may be infected and are likely not aware of it.

Know your HCV Status

The only way to know for sure if you have hepatitis C is to get tested. Some of the
screening sites listed in this guide may offer antibody testing for hepatitis C. In about 20%
of the cases of hepatitis C, a person’s body is able to fight off the infection and clear the
virus. This means, the person may test positive for antibodies but may not have lifelong
infection. In order to know if you have lifelong infection (also called chronic infection) it is
important to have a confirmatory test, such as an HCV viral load test.

Get Medical Care

Hepatitis C is known as a “silent epidemic” because people can live with the infection for
many years without any noticeable symptoms. People with chronic hepatitis C should be
monitored regularly for signs of liver disease. Even though a person may not feel sick,
damage to the liver can still occur. People with hepatitis C should get medical care that
includes:

An initial physical exam and medical history

Liver function tests

Viral load and genotype testing

Vaccination for hepatitis A and B

Routine health maintenance and evaluation for other problems such as diabetes,
high blood pressure and other diseases.

To evaluate the health of your liver, your medical provider may want to conduct an
ultrasound or biopsy of your liver.

Talk with your Provider about Treatment

Antiviral medication can be used to treat some people with hepatitis C but not everyone
needs or can benefit from treatment. The decision to undergo treatment is an individual
one that you would make in consultation with your medical provider.

Reduce Alcohol Consumption

One of the most important steps that all people living with hepatitis can take to protect their
health is to reduce or eliminate alcohol consumption. Even small amounts of alcohol, 2-3
drinks per day, may speed up liver damage in people with hepatitis C. People living with
hepatitis C should talk with their doctor before taking prescription or over the counter
medications, herbal supplements or vitamins. It is important to avoid large amounts (2000
mg) of acetaminophen (Tylenol and other non-aspirin pain relievers) because they are toxic
to the liver.

Other important steps that can help improve health and quality of life for people living with
HCV include: eating a healthy, balanced diet, drinking plenty of water, getting 8 hours of
sleep each night, getting exercise, and taking steps to reduce stress.

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Transportation Needs

Many persons struggle with transportation to and from health care provider appointments
and those with a hepatitis diagnosis are no different. In fact, these persons can have even
more challenges as seeking medical attention for hepatitis often requires frequent visits to a
healthcare provider.

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Glossary of Useful Terms

Abdomen - The portion of the body located between the chest and the pelvis.
Contains the stomach, lower part of the esophagus, small and large intestines,
liver, gallbladder, spleen, pancreas, and bladder.

Acetaminophen - A type of medication used to relieve pain and fever. An
example is Tylenol.

Acute illness - Acute refers to the short-term, initial stage of infection.
Adipose tissues - Fatty tissues.

Albumin - A protein produced by the liver that circulates in the blood.
Alpha-fetoprotein (AFP) - A protein produced by cancerous liver cells.

Anemia - Condition in which there is a reduction in the number of circulating red
blood cells, usually resulting in a decrease in the amount of oxygen in the blood.

Antibody - A molecule produced by the immune system in response to a foreign
body such as a virus or bacteria. Antibodies circulate in the blood to protect
against infection.

Antigen - A foreign substance that the body’s immune system identifies as
potentially harmful.

Ascites - Fluid accumulation in the abdomen.
Asymptomatic - Without symptoms or signs of illness.

Autoimmune - A condition in which the body produces antibodies against normal
parts of the body to such an extent as to cause tissue injury.

Benign - Not recurrent or progressive.

Bile - A fluid that is stored in the gallbladder for release when needed. Bile is
necessary for the digestion of fats - it dissolves fat into small globules (similar to
the way that detergent lifts oil off greasy plates). Bile also assists in the absorption
of fat-soluble vitamins (i.e., vitamins A, D, E, and K) and converts beta-carotene
to vitamin A.

Bilirubin - A product of red blood cells.

Biopsy - The removal of a small piece of living tissue for examination under a
microscope. Usually performed to establish a diagnosis.

Chemotherapy - Chemical agents that have a specific and toxic effect upon the
disease-causing microorganism.

Cholesterol - A soft, waxy substance found in all parts of the body. It is made in
the liver and is also found in animal and diary products.

Chronic illness - An illness that lasts longer than six months.
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Cirrhosis - Extensive scarring of the liver.

Decompensated cirrhosis - A condition in which the liver becomes so scarred
that blood can no longer flow through it.

Encephalopathy - Disease of the brain. Symptoms include confusion,
disorientation, and insomnia, and can progress to coma.

Endemic - A disease that occurs continuously in a particular population.
Epidemiology - Investigation of the causes of, and ways to control, diseases.
Esophagus - The tube that carries food from the mouth to the stomach.
Fibrous - Composed of or containing fibers.

Fulminant - Sudden onset, most severe.

Gastroenterologist - A doctor that specializes in the function and disorders of
the esophagus, stomach, pancreas, intestines, and liver.

Glucose - A sugar formed during digestion.

Glycogen - A substance found in the liver and muscles that is easily converted to
glucose for energy.

Hemodialysis - The process of filtering the accumulated waste products from the
blood of a person whose kidneys are not functioning properly, using a kidney
machine.

Hepatitis - Inflammation of the liver. It may be caused by a variety of agents,
including viral infections, bacterial invasion, and physical or chemical agents.
Symptoms include fever, jaundice, and, usually, an enlarged liver.

Hepatitis A - Formerly called infectious hepatitis, hepatitis A is caused by the
hepatitis A virus (HAV).It is an acute infection and does not progress to chronic
hepatitis or cirrhosis. Most patients recover completely within six to ten weeks.
Hepatitis A is spread mainly via feces and contaminated food and water. A vaccine
against the hepatitis A virus is available.

Hepatitis B - Formerly called serum hepatitis, it is caused by the hepatitis B virus
(HBV). About 10% of cases progress to chronic infection. It is transmitted through
sexual contact with an infected individual, injection drug use, and other exposure
to infected body fluids. A vaccine against the hepatitis B virus is available.

Hepatitis C - A form of hepatitis that was previously known as non-A, non-B
hepatitis and is caused by the hepatitis C virus (HCV). The Centers for Disease
Control estimates 26,000 new cases each year, a marked decline in new infections
since the virus was identified in 1988. There is no vaccine against hepatitis C
virus.
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Hepatitis D - Also called delta hepatitis, hepatitis D is caused by the hepatitis D
virus (HDV). A person cannot be infected with HDV without current or
simultaneous infection with hepatitis B virus. Hepatitis D infection is rare in the
U.S. and occurs primarily in recipients of multiple blood transfusions, including
patients with hemophilia or undergoing renal dialysis, and among those who share
contaminated needles.

Hepatitis E - Also referred to as enterically transmitted non-A, non-B hepatitis,
hepatitis E is caused by a waterborne virus (HEV). It is rare in the U.S. and occurs
primarily in developing countries. Hepatitis E infection results in an acute infection
much like hepatitis A. It does not cause chronic infection. It is spread by fecal
contamination in water.

Hepatocellular carcinoma (HCC) - Liver cancer.
Hepatocytes - Liver cells.

Hepatologist - A doctor who specializes in the study and treatment of liver
disease.

Immunoglobulin - One of a family of closely related though not identical
proteins capable of acting as antibodies.

Immunology - The branch of medicine that focuses on the immune system,
immunity, and allergy.

Jaundice - Yellowing of the skin and whites of the eyes.

Laparoscopic biopsy - A medical procedure performed when a tube
(laparoscope) is inserted through an incision in the abdomen and a piece of tissue
is removed.

Lipid - Component of fat.

Lipoproteins - A complex of lipids and proteins that carries lipids around the
body.

Liver - The largest glandular organ in the body. It has many functions that
include, but are not limited to the production of protein and cholesterol, the
production of bile, the storage of sugar in the form of glycogen, and the
breakdown of carbohydrates, fats, and proteins. The liver also breaks down and
excretes many medications.

Malaise - Discomfort, uneasiness often indicates infection.
Nucleoside analogues - A class of HIV medications.

Pancreas - A long, irregularly shaped gland lying behind the stomach that
secretes digestive enzymes and produces insulin.

Pathologist - A specialist in diagnosing the abnormal changes in tissues removed
at operations and postmortem examinations.

Perinatal - Concerning the period beginning after the 28™ week of pregnancy
through 28 days following birth.
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Perinatal Transmission — Transmission of an infectious disease from mother to
infant. It can happen in the uterus, or during or after birth.

Peripheral edema - Fluid build up in the feet and ankles.
Phospholipid - A phosphorus-containing lipid found in cell membranes.

Polymerase inhibitors - A compound that stops an essential enzyme needed for
viral replication.

Portal hypertension - High pressure in the liver, intestines, and spleen.
Prophylaxis - A type of treatment to prevent disease or stop it from spreading.

Protease inhibitor - A compound that breaks down proteins, inhibiting the
replication of viruses such as HIV.

Prothrombin time (PT) - A measure of blood clotting.
Serologic testing - Blood test.

Transvenous biopsy - A procedure during which a tube is inserted into a vein in
the neck, then a needle is put into the catheter to remove tissue samples.

Ultrasound - A test that uses a wand, which is placed on a body part such as the
abdomen and moved back and forth to examine the shape, size, and appearance
of the liver.

Variceal bleeding - Bleeding from blood vessels in the esophagus. This may
occur in patients with cirrhosis.
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ISDH Quick Fact Sheet on Hepatitis A

About...Hepatitis A
What is hepatitis A?

Hepatitis (hep-ah-TY-tiss) A is a vaccine-preventable inflammation of the liver caused by
the Hepatitis A virus, which is found in the stool of an infected person. Hepatitis A virus is
not found in animals. Hepatitis A rarely causes long-term liver damage or death.

What are the symptoms of hepatitis A?

Symptoms usually begin 28-30 days (range of 15-50 days) after exposure and usually last
less than two months. People are most contagious from about two weeks before
symptoms begin until two weeks after. Some people, especially children, may have no
symptoms, but can still spread the virus to others. Symptoms include:

Diarrhea

Nausea

Vomiting

Tiredness

Stomach pain

Fever

Dark urine

Pale, clay-colored stool

Loss of appetite

Yellowing of skin and eyeballs (jaundice)

How is hepatitis A spread?

Hepatitis A virus is passed in the stool and people become infected by having contact with
the stool of an infected person (fecal-oral route). For this reason, the virus is more easily
spread in areas where there are poor sanitary conditions or where good personal hygiene
is not common. Casual contact, as in the usual workplace or school setting, does not
spread the virus.

Who is at risk for getting hepatitis A?

Anyone can become ill, but young children, senior adults, pregnant women, and immune
suppressed individuals (such as patients on cancer drugs and with organ transplants) are
at high risk for iliness. Persons are at risk for hepatitis A infection if they:

Drink or swallow untreated water.

Eat food prepared by an infected person.

Eating raw produce or raw shellfish (e.g., oysters).

Traveling to countries where hepatitis A is common and where there is little clean
water or proper sewage disposal.

e Exposure to the stool or blood of an infected person.

How do I know if I have hepatitis A?

A person having diarrhea lasting more than 24 hours or have jaundice should consult a
health care provider immediately. The health care provider may collect a blood sample to
test for hepatitis A.

How is hepatitis A treated?

There is no treatment for hepatitis A other than treating symptoms. People who have had
hepatitis A develop lifelong immunity and cannot get hepatitis A again.

How is hepatitis A prevented?

In general, hepatitis A can be prevented by strictly adhering to the following guidelines:

e Get vaccinated for hepatitis A

¢ Wash hands with soap and water after using the restroom; after swimming; and
before, during, and after food preparation.
Wash all produce before eating raw or cooking.
Use treated water for washing, cooking, and drinking.
Do not change diapers near recreational water.
When traveling outside the United States, drink bottled drinks, do not eat uncooked
produce unless you peel them yourself, do not eat foods or drinks from street
vendors, and do not drink or eat local water or ice.

What is hepatitis B?

Hepatitis B is a serious disease of the liver that can be passed on to other people through
certain activities. It is caused by an infection of the hepatitis virus. The disease can range
from no signs of iliness to a severe chronic infection. Most people will get better and have
few problems; but in some people with chronic infections, hepatitis B can lead to severe
iliness, liver cancer, liver failure, and sometimes death.

How do I know if I have hepatitis B?

Talk to your doctor. Hepatitis B is known as a “silent infection” because you may have
very mild or no symptoms. Since many people with hepatitis B do not have symptoms,
doctors diagnose the disease by one or more blood tests. People who have hepatitis B will
have to continue to have blood tests through their lifetime to determine if the disease is
still present in their body.

Symptoms appear six weeks to six months after a person comes in contact with the virus.
Symptoms may include:

e Yellowing of the eyes or skin (jaundice)

Abdominal pain

e Loss of appetite e Joint pain
¢ Nausea and vomiting e Being very tired
o Fever e Dark-colored urine

e Pale (clay-colored) stool

How is hepatitis B spread?

Hepatitis B virus is spread when blood, semen, or other body fluid that is infected with the
hepatitis B virus enters the body of a person who is not infected. Even though many
people do not know they are infected, they can still spread the virus to others. Examples

of ways that people can be infected include:

e Having sex with an infected partner e Being born to a mother who has

and not using a condom hepatitis B

e Sharing needles, syringes, or other e Getting a tattoo or piercing with
drug-injection equipment equipment that isn’t sterile

e Sharing items such as razors, e Coming in contact with the blood or
toothbrushes or nail clippers with an open sores of an infected person

infected person

e Traveling to or being born in a
country with moderate to high rates
of Hepatitis B (Southeast Asia, Africa,
the Amazon Basin in South America,
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the Pacific Islands, Eastern Europe,
or the Middle East)

Hepatitis B is not spread through food or water, sharing eating utensils, breastfeeding,
hugging, kissing, coughing or sneezing.

How is hepatitis B treated?

There are medications available to treat hepatitis B. In most people, the infection will
leave the body by itself. People with chronic hepatitis B should see their doctor to find out
if the disease is getting worse and if medications and treatment are needed.

How is hepatitis B prevented?

The best way to prevent hepatitis B is to get the hepatitis B vaccine and avoid the
activities that spread the disease. The hepatitis B vaccine is safe and effective and is
usually given as 3-4 shots over a 6-month period.

Other things to think about:
e Get tested for hepatitis B if you are pregnant and talk with your doctor about the
needed shots for your baby after it’s born
e If you are infected with hepatitis B, do not donate blood, organs, semen, or tissue
e Inform your sex or needle sharing partners that you are infected with hepatitis B
and that they should be tested
¢ Everyone living with you should receive the hepatitis B vaccination

About...Hepatitis C

What is Hepatitis C?

Hepatitis C is an infectious liver disease caused by the Hepatitis C virus (HCV), which can
be either acute or chronic. An acute infection means the illness is short-term and occurs in
the first 6 months after being exposed to the virus. A chronic infection means the illness is
long-term and occurs when the virus remains in a person’s body. Chronic infections may
progress over years, even decades, and can lead to liver scarring (cirrhosis), liver cancer,
and liver failure.

Hepatitis C is the most common blood-borne disease in the United States and the leading
cause for a liver transplant. An estimated 4.1 million people in America have the disease.
Each year, about 17,000 Americans become infected with HCV. In Indiana, acute hepatitis
C is a reportable disease, and needs to be reported within five (5) business days of
diagnosis.

What are the symptoms of Hepatitis C?

Symptoms may include:
e Jaundice (yellowing of skin or eyes)
Dark urine
Stomach pain
Loss of appetite
Weight loss
Nausea and vomiting
Fever
Tiredness
e Headache
Symptoms usually appear from 2 weeks to 6 months after being exposed. About 80% of
people show no symptoms. It is important to keep in mind that even without symptoms,
people can still infect others. About 85 percent of people who become infected with
Hepatitis C will become chronic carriers.

How is Hepatitis C spread?

Hepatitis C is spread mainly by direct contact with infected human blood. It is not spread
by touching or sharing eating and drinking utensils. You may have been exposed to
Hepatitis C if:

e You have ever shared equipment to inject street drugs or other drugs. These items
include syringes, cookers and cotton, which may have been contaminated with
blood.

e You received blood, blood products, or solid organ transplants before 1992.

You ever received long-term kidney dialysis.

e You were ever a health care worker who had frequent contact with blood or had a

needle stick injury.
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e Your mother had Hepatitis C at the time she gave birth to you.
You ever shared personal items, like a razor or toothbrush, with
a person who had Hepatitis C.

e You ever had unprotected sex with a person who had Hepatitis C.

e You ever received a tattoo from a person that may have used dirty needles or had
poor sanitary practices.

Who is at risk for Hepatitis C?

Injection drug users

Healthcare workers

People who have multiple sex partners

Homeless people (risk of drug use, poor hygiene, poor nutrition, and unsafe living
conditions)

e Military veterans who served in the Vietham War era and those who have
participated in high risk behaviors such as drug use and unsafe tattooing

How do I know if I have Hepatitis C?

Blood tests can detect whether you have Hepatitis C. Also, your health care provider may
suggest that you be tested for Hepatitis C based on your symptoms (if any) and any risk
factors you may have.

How can Hepatitis C be treated?

The most common treatment for Hepatitis C is a combination therapy of ribavirin and
interferon. In recent years, there has been great progress in the number and types of
treatment options available. Your health care provider will decide which treatment options
are best for you. Between 15 - 25% of people who get Hepatitis will clear the virus from
their bodies without treatment and not develop chronic infection. It is not fully understood
why this happens for some people.

There is currently no vaccine for Hepatitis C. However, if you have Hepatitis C, you should
be vaccinated against Hepatitis A and Hepatitis B to prevent those infections.

There are many ways you can be exposed to the Hepatitis C virus. Some ways to avoid
transmission are:

Don’t share needles or syringes

Don’t share a toothbrush or razors
Practice safe sex and use a condom
Use licensed tattoo and piercing studios
